Tho following is taken from the 
New York Ttme.s, of Sunday, Au-

In tho past year there has de- 
veloped (iniony: \\\v dciif-inulPH in 
ihiH city II passion for danoin^r, and 
in the past few weeks 
different ortranizations of 
the deaf and dnml) havi* 
held more than a doz<'n 
larR(> l)al!s in Manhattan 
and Hnioklyn, eaeh of 
whieli was attended by 
from 150 to 200 eon pies. 

Edwin A. lIodgHon, in- 
Htructor of printing in the 
New York InHtitution for 
the Inst met ion of the 
Deaf and Dumb, at Broad- 
way and One Hundred 
and Sixty-tliird Street, Is 
one of the leaders and 
liromoters of various 
modes of enteitainments 
amonn the deaf mutes. 
Mr. Hodgson says that 
even in the Ii«ht of tho 
Bplendid nchieveinenls of 
the iMHt few years in the 
direction of teaehinK the 
deaf and dumb, it is re- 
markable how the silent 
havelearned to danee and 
the enllnisiasm with which 
they enter into it. 

"Not a month goes by, 
Hod^Hon, disenssing the 
"that some educated the deaf mute 
does not <liscover some subtle sense 
which lessens the wreat burden im- 
iK)sed V>y biH allliclions. One of 
the moitt' renuirkable is the disco- 
very of the sense that has enabled 
us I'o attune our bodies to the rhy- 
thim of tho dance. 

"In all our large dances we have 
a full orc.hesta. Of course we can- 
not drink in the harmony of the 
different pieces, but the more vibra- 
ti(Mi the t)etter able are the <juick 
senses to catch the swing of the 

music. , , 1 ! , 1 

"Tn learning to dance indvidual- 
ly we of course learned the mech- 
anical steps, but when we dance to 
music there is no feeling 
that we are going through 
a pantomime ; we get all 
the mental exhilatation 
out of the exercise and 
the music that those do 
who can hear and talk. 

" From my personal 
expei-ienco an<l from the 
exi)erience of others with 
wliom I have discussed 
the subject, the bass viol 
is the most important in 
filrument in the orch- 
c-^tra for us. Its pf^netrat- 
ing vibration seems to 
reach lis by some subtle in 
fluenceon the nerves about 
the chest. Through these 
nerves the swing of the 
music is taken up by the 
other nerves in the Itody 
until we aie all atingle 
and aglow with tho full 
spit it of the dance. 

" Should the bass viol 
stop playing, we would 
know il in a second and a 
stand still. Should any 
of the other instrumenls 
in the band or orchestra 
cease playing, we would 
RO(m realize it, thouurh it 
would not have as power, 
fill an e(Te(!t. 

"Among my silent^ brt^lhern and 
■islers there are some splendid dan- 
cers, who put as much life into 
their dancing as the most spirited 
music can rouse in those who can 
hear perfectly. We have advanc- 



ed wouuderfullj' in this in the last, 
few months, and the eagerness with 
which our people are organizing for 
largo receptions and dances is re- 
markable." 

Mr. Hodgson was one of the ac- 
tive managers of a large dance giv- 
en by the League of Elect Surds at 
Cosmopolitan Park, Amsterdam 
Avenue and One Hundred and 
Seventieth Street, last week. The 
LeagiH* ol Kleet Surds is a benevol- 
ent organization of deaf-mutes that 
is (uinducied along the same lines 
as the Order of Elks, tho Red men, 
the Odd Fellows, and similar Hoci- 
etiea. It has a large membership. 

The chief feature of the league's 
entertainments '" the past few 
months has t'oen <lancing, and the 
ball at C<'smopolitan Turk last week 
was the largest that has been given. 
There was a coni|ileie ondieslrn, 
conduc'i/ed by Piof. ReifT, and when 
the grand march struck up, there 
were 160 couples on the floor. Of 
the .300 men and women present, 
the great majority were both deaf 
and dumb, but half a dozi'u could 
hear, though they could not speak, 
and a score could speak who could 
not hear.

Before the music started the only 
sounds that could be heard in the 
big hall were the shullling of feel, 
the (lutter of laces, and the crinkle 
of dresses. Orders were swiftly 
given in the sign manual by tlui 
members of the floor committee, 
which were quickly and silently 
obeyed. The different couples 
si)read about the hall were in ani- 
mated conversation, smiling and 
gesliculatiiiig, with every evidence 
of keen enjoyment. The dance 
card, which contained twenty num- 
bers, including the lancers, wallz, 
two-step, shcollisch and varso- 
vienne, was quickly filled, and 
with the same ceremony that pre- 
vails in less silent tunctioiu). 

With the first notes of tho grand 
march the couples fell in line with

perfect precision an<l kept step with 
the music without falter or hesit- 
ancy. The noiswiess conversations 
were interrupted for l»ut a ntonu-nt, 
and it schemed that the subconscious- 
ness of the music's swing could be 



tuaintaiued without interfecting 
with the other mental trains of 
thought. 

When it came to the lancers the 
band was in full blare. It was 
easily noticeable to the ear, when 
Mr. ilodgson called attention to it, 
that the harsh vibration of the bass 
veil was [)rominent among tht other 
instruments. As the dance pro- 
gressed none of the usual hum and 
buzz of conversation, good natufcd 
banter and chaff was audible, l>ut 
judging from the gestures and smil- 
ing faces none was lacking. 

When it came to the wallz it was 
even more bewildering to under- 
stand how the dancers were able to 
control their steps in unison with 
the speed of the music. As the 
speed increased the deaf-mutes 
whirled luster and faster; when- 
ever there was a hiatus I hose quick 
senses, not undersiood by others, 
caught il in a se(H>nd .inl telegraph- 
ed it to the brain, and the speed 
slackened or stopped as the music 
governed 

The League of Elect Surds' dance 
was maiiaiied by Mi^ssrs.

That the deaf-mule enjoys num- 
berless fields of amusement can be 
found in the news columns of The 
Deaf MUTKs' Jouunal, a weekly 
pajier published at the Now York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
conducted liy Mr. Hodgson. The 
following extracts from the JOURNAL 
of the week furnish eloquent evid- 
ence of the fact : 

"Tho outing of the Guild of Sil- 
ent Workers, at Van Cortlandt 
Park last Saturday afternoon and 
evening receiveil liberal patronngo 
from the deaf. There were aboui 
300 present, which is a goodly num- 
ber, when one considers the large 
number of dciaf-mutes who are away 
on their vacations in tlM> mountains 
and at the seashoie. 

"This year the dancing in the 
evening at Muller's Hotel, just op 
posiie tho park, was a plcifsing 
innovation. The games eanie off 
ill scheduled oriler, beginning at ',] 
and filling fully three hours of fun 
and pleasant rivalry. 

"The usual thrjing of merrymak- 
ers enjoyed the usual lively time at 
Euclid Beach Park yesterday, but 
it is doubtful if those who made the 
most noise and seemed the most 
hilarious were enjoyiii}^ themselves 
as much as the silent party of pic- 
nickers who held their annnal out- 
ing yesterday. 

" This quiet group were members 
of St. Ague's Deaf-Mute Mission, of 
which the Rev. Austin W. Mann, 
himself a deaf-mute, is pastor, and 
they celebiated their annual out- 
ing. About fifty were present, 
many coming from out of town. 

" The parly went to the park in 
the aflernoon, carryinu a basket 
lunch with them, ami eating it be- 
neath the trees of th(> grove. They 
remained in the evening, taking 
[>arl in the novel feature of the 
dancing and the other festivities. 
So large an assemblage of uufor- 
tunales all talking in their strange 
sign language, of course, allracted 
much alt<>ntion, ami it was not 
long before all in the park under- 
stood that a large crowd of silent 
people were also enjc\vintr the traye- 
tles of the day."

Again we are gathered in the hospitable 
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sound, repeated correctly the declara- 
tion of independence and read San- 
scrit, orally at sight." 

Of course this was not the exact lan- 
guage, but its extravagance was almost as 
ridiculous. 

Our last meeting at Troy was held under 
unusual circumstances. Just as we as- 
sembled the telegraph all over the country 
ticked out the news that our great and 
goofl friend. Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D.I)., 
had passed to his reward. Appropriate 
emblems of mourning were worn, and the 
real sorrow was everywhere, and in every- 
thing manifest. Since then the good wife 
and lielp meet of the Doctor, whose Golden 
Wedding many of us helf>etl to celebrate 
has after a few brief months of parting, 
been laid be.side him in the cemetery at 
Hartford. 

The schools of the State continue on their 
same high plane, and their work constiint- 
ly broadens out. The deaf of New York, 
as befits the Empire State, enjoy educa- 
tional facilities equalled by no other. 

In conclusion I hope we will have a pro- 
fitable and harmonious meeting. Tlie 
Rev. C. O. Dantzer, who has Chaiimaned 
the Committee of Arrangements, has done 
excellent work, and the ladies of Rochester 
have prepared very plea.sant side-features. 

In my retirement to the ranks, after 
serving twotenns as hearl of this organiza- 
tion, I can only say that I regret that I 
have not accomplished more, and I pro- 
mise that, as a worker in the ranks where 
I will again find myself at the conclusion 
of our lat>ors here, I hope that still further 
efforts will tje open to me to help carry on 
the work, that in spite of sneers, of indiffer- 
ence, and of taunts by the ".stay-at-homes" 
who criticise, but never help, that the 
good olfl I'tnipire State Association carried 
on during the last forty years of the 
Nineteenth Century, will still l>e doing its 
good work when the Twenty-first Century 
dawns. 

Secretary LourisDiiry gave a liricf 
rfi.iurne (>{ ihf" mii ill features of the 
Tii>y Conv<'nliori 

Treasurer Stowell rejiorted as 
follows : — 
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Mr. l-ux, Hf* a iiirmljrr of I he C!om 
mittee on Statistics and Assistance 
reported three cases (itlen<led to by 
him during the past year. The first 
was the case of a deafinuie em- 
ployed in a large manufacturing 
business, who was refuserl admis- 
sion to the Benevolent Association 
of the Emplo3ees, presumably bo- 
cause of his deafness. Upon in- 
vr'sti},'ation Mr. Fox came to the 
conclusion it was u case of spilt;, 
the ileaf-mut,e earning each w<^ek 
higher wages than the other work- 
men. 

The second wtis an effort to lead 
the Knights of Columbus to admit 
the deaf to membership. In this, 
his efforts proved unsiiceessfiil, the 
medical staff deciding that the deaf 
were unsafe risks. 

The third case he invesliKated 
was that of a deaf lady, who was 
defrauded out of nearly $1,000 by 
her relatives. Throujrh unfamilar- 
ify with processes she allowed the 
note to l)e outlawed, and nothing 
could be done to recover hei money 
beyond influencinj^ her relatives to 
return it. 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer, as the other 
nieml)er of the Committee on Statis- 
tics, said (hat he whs coiisluntly 
eiilarginK hii reconis conceriiiuK 
the deaf of this State, and httd tlio 
list all ready to present whenever 
called for. lit! also said tliiit ;is 
one of the Trustees of the Church 
Mission, he protested a^Ainst (he 
present «rrau)jeinent of affairs, say- 
ing the Board of Lady TWanaKers 
controlled thinjrs to their own sutis- 
fatdion, and apparently not miich 
to the iiileresi of the deaf, who helil 
title to the Home. The Home was 
imposed upon by certain individnals 
h(r though I, and that inst/ead of a 
matter of charity- it seemed to hitn 
that in some cases it was neces8.try 
have mercenary influence to the 
extent of i^'i.jO to ^et into the Home. 
He said he hatl done soma ser- 
vice for the Home, and bad collect- 
ed over ir,()0, but thai did not piil 
him in a position to help any one 
into the Home, or to help in tlircct- 
inx its affairs. The sum total of 
his reinaiks seemed to be a reliuke 
to the Board of Lady Managers. 

Mr. Murray arose at the con- 
elusion of Rev Mr. Dantzfsr's re- 
marks, and asked " Who owns the 
Home?" 

The President replied, "The 
Deaf have a title to it," snd Mr. 
Murray sat back in his chair with a 
satisfied yawn. 

.Mr. Vox explained his position as 
Committee on Program. Titles of 
Papers had been set down in the 
projfiam *hat had not been seen 
by him. He jrave all free liberty 
and «'qiiality in the matter of ad- 
iiijr the association, but the 
'icrs themselves must .jtid^e if 
iliey shall fio on the printed re- 
cord. 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer made a detailed 
an<l clear explanation of the social 
features for the eveninj^s of Thurs- 
day and Friday, and all of Hatur 

day. 

Rev. Dr. Chamberlain, on invita 
tion, roafle a vnry pleasing address. 
He spoke of the long years of his 



connection with the late Rev. Dr. 
GaUaudel's mission work. Dr. 
Gallaudet was nearly always pre- 
s<!nt at the Empire State Associa- 
tion Conventions, and as ho had 
succeeded to the duties of his late 
revered and loved fritaid, he felt it 
obligatory to be present at this con- 
vention. He referred to the wyrk 
of the (Jalluudet Home, told of the 
number of its atllicted and atjed in- 
mates, and ur^ed upon all the 
necessity of contributing? to its 
support. Dr. Cliamberlaiii said he 
felt a real interest in all the deaf 
and wished to aid them in all j?oo(l 
work. The late Dr I. L. Peet and 
the late Dr. Gallaudet, had for 
many years attended the conven- 
tions regularly, and by their words 
and work had ettcouraged the deaf 
to higher aspirations and greater 
efforts. These friends were K<>ne 
forever, and now he, too, would 
like to play a part in upholding 
and fostering the work of the As- 
sociation.

Mr. I^esident, Ladies and Genlle?nc>i : 
— Now and then we come acro.ss hearing 
people who, either through ignorance or 
arrogance, place the deaf in an embarass- 
ing position, but, al the .same time, render 
themselves finite amusing, if not ridiculous, 
to the intelligent deaf. The instances arc 
many and varie'l, but chief among them is 
when the hearing man speaks to a deaf 
man and the latter tells him, either by 
speaking, or pointing to his ear and shak- 
ing his liead np>';atively — an unmi.stakable 
sign of il' !lie hearing man will in 

many c;i I in repeating what he 

said, and us :i i uic, in a louder tone, and 
oft-times shouts it out a third and fourth 
time. And on other occa.sioiis when the 
<leaf point to one ear, the person will 
move around and bawl into the other ear, 
believing him to be deaf only in the ear 
pointed at. We can not exactly blame 
them, for people of such proclivities we 
must assume not to have understoo<l us 
and supposed we were merely hard of 
hearing. Hut when it occurs after the deaf 
person has pointed to his ear or spoken 
out that he could not hear, t>r both, and al 
the same time had handed the speaker a 
pad and pencil, it is then aggravating, niiil 
the only thing to be done is to iiolitely 
wave him away as Iieing thick-headed and 
Uiivrorthy of f\irtli<.r fiil#»rnnrp 

In this line, if the hearing person ol tne 
alK>ve tendencies finally gels into written 
conversation with the deaf man, his first 
question is : " How long have you been 
deaf?" or, " Were you tK>rn that way?" 
Questions (juile excusable, but as he j^oes 
on he will interrogate in about this fashion: 
"Are your parents deaf?" "Are you 
married to a deaf-mute?" "Are your 
children deaf too ?" Such questions are 
provoking, and ought to be answered 
sarcastically. I have on more than one 
occa.sion asked my interrogator if he should 
get one of his ears clipped off difl he believe 
he would have one-eared children ? Hut I 
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wheeled around and looked at me. I told 
him I was deaf. He looked around to see 
if he had been observed by others, and then 
walked out <|uicker than he had come in. 

vStill another is the man who will insi.st 
on bellowing into the deaf ituiii'sear using 
his hands for a megaphone. Some people 
I have known for years, and who ought to 
know I am deaf in the full .sense of the 
term, will do this to me, and I tell them 
I onlv feel their hot breath and not a 
sounil, but a few days later they repeal the 
performance ; and other people who may 
iiavc met a deaf person who could read the 
lips well, think every oilier deaf person an 
expert lip reader, and will persist in this 
mode of convensalion even after told that 
person cannot .speak or read the lips. 

The best and only remedy for eccentrici- 
ties of this character is a widespread dif- 
fusion of knowledge concerning the deaf 
through the newspapers and magazines 
IhrouglKiul the breadth and length of the 
land, and even in sclux)! books. 

Many ticojile are po.ssessed of the idea 
thai a deat-mute belongs to a peculiar 
class of hiiiiianity by himself. vSoine even 
think deafness an anomalous formation. 
Many little children regard the deaf as 
"daffy" and objects of curiosity. I Ihoughl 
so, too, when I fir.st entereil a school for the 
deaf and saw .so many arms inoviiig and fin- 
gers twirling. Uiidoubledly this lias been 
the experience of many others. This sug- 
gests that we should not be loo boisterous, 
in the use of the sign or finger language, 
which, in itself, is graceful when properly 
used ;iiid not accoiiipaiiie.l by unnecessary 
windlass waving of the arms and exag- 
gerated facial expressions. When the 
whole world understands the deaf, as it 
should, then will the deaf be raised to a 
higher plane in the public estimation. 
Of course there is a small percentage of 
ignorant deaf and criminal deaf— since 
every class has its percentage of criminals, 
idiots, and the like, — but this percentage 
uiiiong the deaf is very small. 

'f here are iiiaii^ cases where a hearing 
person once in his lifetime may have come 
across a half-educated deaf person of un- 
ccrtiiin habits. He may have conversed 
with him, noted his'poor and erratic lan- 
guage and want of coinnion ilecency, and 
otherwise studied him, perhaps taken him 
around to a bar room "out of pity," filled 
him up and u.rned him loose. I'Vom that, 
this hearing person formed his oiiinion of 
the deaf in general. Mc thinks all the 
deaf are like this one lit met. He has 
S(!en, conversed with, and sludWl one deaf 
man, and he considers himself lit to write 
a book about the deaf, their education nnd 
thc-ir habits. And yet this deaf-man was 
only one out of 5o,ofx) deaf in this country. 
And he is more often seen because he has 
no occupation and roams the country, while 
the educated deaf are al their places of 
labor, at their homes, or otherwise properly 
engaged. He forms one of the .small per- 
centage referred to, but in this .small per- 
cent.age may be found a few degenerates 
commanding good I'^nglish. 

Hearing people should be taught that 
the deaf are not one whit dilTercnt from 
themselves. They think and feel just like 
others. They use the same language, 
but are compelled from their infiiinity to 
use a different mode of convcrsalioii. 
They must use their sight because llicy 
can not use their ears. In all other re- 
spects — intellectual, moral and spiritual — 
llicy are the same. They are merely handi- 
capiied by the loss of hearing, and in the 
majority of cases, the lo.ss of sjiecch too 

-iusl as the foreigner who comes to 
this country is inconvenienced by not 
Hiidcrslanding ICnglish. In his own coun- 
try he may be an editor, or professor in a 
college, but here he is at a disadvantage 
l,o'"iiiof lie <-anno^ converse except through 
an interpreter. The deaf are like liiiii, 
but their disadvantage is trivial, as they 
have a ready recourse to the pad and pen- 
cil, in addition to a mode of conversing 
among themselves. Many of the deaf 
themselves once could hear and talk (the 
jiercentage of those born deaf is rather 
small), and why should they be placed in 
a class by themselves? The great major- 
ity became deaf in infancy, too late to ac- 
quire the correct foniialion of sentences; 
but a still large prolM>rtion lose their hear- 
ing after five years of age and are able to 
write correct English and better al)le to

a .school for the deaf and there they correct- 
ed his natural speech and tried to teach 
him how to .say their alphabet by their 
method— making " m " and "n" .sound 
through the no.se, making consonants 
breath hard again.sl a hand held lo the 
nioiilh, certain vowels uttered with the 
teeth nearly clo.sed, ami their mouths ])ull- 
ed wide open for other vowels. The result 
was that, after his return home nine months 
later, he was surprised lo be asked to re- 
peat the .sini])lest of sentences. To-day, 
nearly forty years old, he will speak only 
among his relatives and acciuaiiitance-s — be- 
ing harilly understood outside his own 
family. 1 believe that had he been let 
alone with his iialural speech, he mould be 
able to speak much better to-day, even to 
strangers. The principal of a large oral 
school in this State agrees with me on this 
point, and .says it is now the rule of his 
.school to let alone those with natural 
speech and only keep them in jiractice and 
correct pronunciation of newly learned 
words. 

Of course, there are many people who 
understand the deaf and their varying con- 
ditions, and know that a stray deaf vaga- 
bond or itinerant peddler is not a sample 
of the rest of the deaf. But the great 
mas.ses have yet to know more hbout the 
deaf. Conventions of the deaf are held 
throughout the country every year and 
these ar%.<loing much towards instrucliii;;; 
them. No doubt the subject al issue has 
been gone over many times in past years 
by otliers, but the discii.ssion will bear re- 
pelition, iitid the more the belter. II is a 
imrd task, for the deaf are in the ratio of 
about one to every one thousand and four 
hundred of the population, but with the 
aid of the newspapers, which devote so 
much space to chronicling the doings of 
our conventions, a good deal of good is 
accomplished. 

Speaking of Mr. Louiisbury's 
pnj)er Mr. Fox said, in nibslarieo, 
that the presentation, throughout 
the piihlieily of the newspapeis, of 
siieh topics a.s wore disciissed in 
Mr. Louiisbury's paper, could not 
but sot sernotis minded hearing 
people to Ihiiikirig. If our conven- 
tions vvfK^ lo do nothing else but 
aeeomplish such a purpose and 
give llie hearing a clearer idea of 
tlie <\wil\ of their possibilities and 
llinitH, they would still be of ser- 
vice. Every intelligent deaf man 
and woman ha.s had trying ex- 
piri(>ii(!es in making people under- 
Htanil they really are deaf; if the 
d(!af liappon to be able lo sjieak 
plainly, it add« to tht< diHieiilty of 
convincing stiangeis that thoy are 
nol, in the common ex])reHsioii, 
" bluffing " in owning lo their deaf- 
ness. We must insist in the edticti- 
tion of the public, and try tospn^ad 
t]io use of the manual alpliabet 
among them. 

Mr. Frank Murray, of Elmira : — 
" When I first went lo Beluxd I 
could not say one word. A few 
yeais later they taught me to talk, 
and my folks at home can iind<M- 
stand what I say. When I wjis 
niarrietl last Sjrring I introduced 
my wif(< to severtil friends. They 
never converse with each other in 
writing but orally. I believe oral 
is neeesMary for I he deaf to learn." 

Mcssru. lloilgsuii, Pach, liroiii- 
wiek aiifl others took part in i b** 
discussion. It was twisted at Inst 
HO that Mr. Broniwick debited the 
comparative values of finger spell- 
ing and the sign language, and Mr. 
l*'ox took if-MU(> with some of the 
remarks made by the last named 
debatoi, inid showed the real status 
of (ingiM- spelling in the inslriielion 
of the deaf at the New York Insti- 
tution. 

Mr.*C. J. LeClercq spoke about 
photoengraving as a good thing 
for the (Uvaf to learn It ought to 
be taught in schools for the deaf. 
Mr. Le(!lerc<( hero divt^rled from 
the main track and told of his tivi- 
biilations find th(» restritjtions in the 
method of hi i education. His ex- 
perience in learning his busineNS as 
a. litliograpli(>r, desi;in(u- and photo- 
(wigravtM', and inciilciils in his 
eiglileen ycais of experience in the 
liiisine.ss world, were related, and 
in.'iny amusing occurances were 
told." 

Mr. Broinwitdc took the stand 
again and empliMHiKcd the value of 
s[)eech. lie became deaf at nine 
yeaTS, and talks very well. 

A telegram of greeting ami le- 
trrels was reeeivcd from Dr. Fnoch 
II. ('nnier. Principal of the New 
York Institution for the Instruc- 
tion ol the Deaf and Diiiiili, and 
was read by Secretary Lounsluiry. 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer announced the 
time and j»lae»> of religious service 
in the evtfiiing at eight, lo b(> fol- 
lowed by a social gathering in the 
parish house of St. Luke's ChuiHdi. 

Mr. Knittel wanted a niemoral 
prayer meeting for the repose of the 
soul of Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, and 
was atlvised to talk to Mr. Dantzer 
about it. 

The tally-ho party arranged for 
Thursday evtiuing was given up, 
an<l a tii|) to Ontario Bcatdi sub- 
stilut<<d. About twenty ladies and_ 
gentlemen enJoy(>d the fireworks, 
acrobatic feats and several of the 
sld(^ shows of that popular resort, 
returning lo Rochester at 10:30 
P.M. 

Rev. Dr. (chamberlain and Rev. 
(J. <), Dantzer hold st^i vices in St, 
Luke's Church in the evening of 
Thursday.

HiKn.s. I'crhapH Home of you will tell me 
that you have met Horaa Uocdieslcr gradu- 
atoH who use incorrect lariKuane! My 
answer would be that not every deaf person 
from the sIku schools uses cornict KukHsIi. 
I attended the convention at HulTalo dur- 
iiiK the I'au-American KxpoHition and 
watched the procecdinKs, To nu! it seemed 
that the orKanlzation was far from beiuK 
strouK. Why, few of the deaf setsmeil to 
take any interest in tlie pr(ice(Mlinj.ts. The 
trcMHUn'r went around sayiriK, "join, one 
dollar." The rules of Iho fraternal soeldiea 
are that when a pi^'soii wants to join one of 
them, he must be pro])o.sod to them by his 
frienil who iKdmiKs to It, the mem- 
bers votluK to receive him. When he is ac- 
cepted h« iHto pay his initiation foH. 

After the meeting hail adjourned my new 
friend, Mr. J. II. Kddy, of Home, called me 
aside and hail a long talk with me about 
this Association, lie wanted nic as nnr of 
the hel|)i'rs to make this Assnciation strduu- 
or and more enthusiastic. 1 have had the 
matter in my thounlits very often since the 
talk. I think It Is our ((uty to ilo so. 1 
a.sked the forenuin of the furniture store 
where I worked many nuodtions about the 
fraternal societies, lie belongs to four of 
them— the Masons, KniKhtsof I'ythias, Or- 
der 111 Hed Men, and the (Jerman Sick 
Henefit Associution. 'I'he Masons and a 
few other societies arc not benellt ncs. He 
xald tliMt it cost him ifliO.OO to join the 
Masons. In some cities they charge over 
*a(lll 00. I told him he was foolish to spend 
ills fISO.OO to join a Hoclcty thatgave him ap- 
parent ly no return, lie scowled and said 
that it inakes him feel good, and that he is 
for charily. MiMtuniy lead es the duty of 
charity in its l.irgest and most sacred sense. 
They (ire bound to relieve the distress and 
want of a worthy brother, widow or 
or|)lian. ft also leiids toward the better- 
iiient and iiiiliftinK of mankind. They 
make men belter citizens, bcll(U' fathers, 
brothers, huHbands and sons. 

In (ieorgia. during the late (Mvll War, 
WHS ail ofllcer of the Union Army who was 
sent to make e!igiiioerlng observations. He 
never ret urned, but later when the army 
advanced, they found on the top of a grassy 
knoll, under the shade of aspreading oak, a 
new made grave. At the head stood a 
board bearing tlie name of the missing olTl- 
cer. Tlicv afterwards learned that he had 
iKieii fatafly wounded aiid had fallen into 
the haiidsVif the Confeileiale Army. Tie 
ofllcers saw thiil he was a Mason. Tliev 
were eni""ies in war, but brothers through 
thi. mystic ties of masonry. As brothers 
they teiideily cared for him while living, 
anil in death buried him with maKonic rites. 
'I'his Association is a charitable one, too. 
Vet the membership is very small and 
weak. There are over a(X),(XKI Masons in 
this covmtry. Some fraternal societies have 
homes of their own. We have the (iallaii- 
ilet Home for the Aged and Irillrm Deaf. 
Our lamented friend, the Itev. Thomas 
(jallaudet, had for years been beseeching 
you to remember the Home and its want if 
nuj>pi)rt. There are about n.DOO mutes in 
tins. State. Kvery one of them, with good 
(Character, ' should Join and stay members 
(if this Association. Apjilicatloii bhiiik.s 
should be piiRKed among them to bo lllled 
up with answers and their names signed 
agreeing to jiay regularly, no matter 
whether they come to the convention or 
not. Very, very few of the fraternal soci- 
eties would receive us for membership, but 
wi^ can reorganize our own Association 
and (Irmer basis, t'npital is not needed to 
.itart with. The only capital is when wo 
pay our initiation fees for joiniiiK. 

Mr. I'residepit, I don't iliink one dollar 
per year is enough to run this Association. 
Other inrlcties charge from #ft Ot) to »10.00 
fcpr I iiid ifCiOU per year for dues.

Hut I don't mean to urge you to change the 
nature of the AssoiMiition SI radically, but 
what, I do urge upon you is to maKC the 
As.Hociation more lively, enthusiiistic and 
altiactlve. If any one' pays his dues, he 
must know what Kood his money is going 
to ilo for himself and others. The State 
Associations for the Deaf in I'eunsylvania 
ami Ohio seem to be brimful of i>nlhiisiasin. 
and they have slroiig and well attended 
conventions. Why should not our8 take 
the load.

His school 
had its dullarils, as all .schools have. 
Mill he was proud of them They 
had progiessi'd and done well. The 
use of I lie sign-language retarded 
the acquisition of the English 
language, and at every convention 
in every Stale, the resj)ect for the 
flower and inlliK^noe of a good En- 
glish eilucation, was proved l>y thc^ 
selections for tlio office. The presid- 
ent was always a semi-mute, and 
had a, gooil commaml of English. 
He said that every one who atlend- 
ed the nception in the evening at 
his s(diool, could suit Ihem.^elves as 
to the mode of communication they 
adopted.
